And the Scripture owned in its place 


His then is the Meſſage that we have received of 
the Father ,, That God is Light , and in bimisn0 
darkneſs at all ; if we walke in _darkaft, and ſay, 
VPe bgeve fellewſhip with him , we lye, and do. not 
the Truth, but if wee walk in the Light, as bee s 
ia the Light , then bave we fellowſhip one with ano- 

ther , and the blood of JESUS CHRIST 
by SON, clenſeth us from all fone , TJobn15,6, 7. And 
ths is the word which was'in the beginning , by which all things was 
made , and in bim was life , and bus life was the light of men, Joh.1,1, 
2,3,4. By which light all the holy men of God in the dayes of old 
were infpired ; By which Light Moſes ſaw the things that were done in 
the beginning , and wrote of them; which VVord was a Lamp unto 
Davids feer, and a light unto bis Paths , Pſal. ig. og, YYhich Light 
awelt in the Prophets and boly men , by which thcy ſaw the day of 
Ch;iſt, and wrote of him, llai.4g. 6. and &o. 19, and ſpoke as they 
were moved byit , and by it ſaw the deceit, iniquaties, and tranſereſſions 
of Iſrael , and declared agarnſt it both 11 Prieſt , People and Rulers, ſpear 


king the word of the Lord faithfully whether they would bear of 
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beare, Exck.2. Mic. 3. Iſa. 56. And this word came unto the Pro- 
phers, which was as a fire and hammer in their bones, ey. 20, 9. and 
23, 29. Which word in due time. becamefleſh, and dwelr among the 
Apoſtles, andthey ſaw the gloty thereof, as of the onely begorren Son 
ef the Father, full of grace and truth, lohz 1, 14.whom 1ohy bears wit- 
ne {s of to be the Light of the World, who 'doth enlighten every one 
that comes into the world, 1ohni. To which Light Paul was fentto 
rurn the mindes of the Heathen: 4s 26. 17, 18. Which light is the 
condemnation of rhe world, who Jove darkneſs rather then Light, b:- 
cauſe their deeds are evill: and he that hates it ha:h ir, though he will 
nur bring his deedsto it, by itto be proved, therefore his condemna- 
tion it 1s, Joh; 3. 19,20,21.And there is a time, light ſhines in darkneſs, 
and darkneſs comprehends it nor, tohz 1.5. 4nd this is the cauſe why 
many ſrumble at.it, and are offended in ir. 
4nd there is atime light ſhines out of darkneſs, and darkneſs flees 
away, and then is witnefied rhe perfe day wherein the children of the 
day do walk, Iſa.42, 16. Mait.4.16. Epheſ. 5 8. Which Light is the 
rue tryer of ſpirits, and gives the diſcerning ot ſpirits, and diſcovers 
the werks of darkneſs, and manifeſts the deeds of darknefle; and by ir 
the ſecrets of the heart are ſeen,and hidden things ſearched out,and by 
it all things are made manifeſr,and whatſoever makes manifeſe is light, 
Heb, 4.12, Epheſ. 5.13. all which the naturall man knows nor, and 
therefore cannot receive the things of God,bur by this lighr is ſeen and 
judged; for by this light the ſpiritual man is able to diſcern. and judge 
the natural man, bur he himſelf is judged of no man, I Cor, 2. 14,75. 
For this is the judge of the world, and by thisrhe Prince of the air is 
judged whereſoeyer he rules, Johz 16. 1. And therefore as it rages, 
and ſturres up his ſervants to perſecure ir where it is made maniteſt,and 
ſo it is a ſtumbling ſtone, and a rock of offence ro the children of thc 
world, in whom the Prince of this world lodgeth, Kom. 9. 33. And of 
this word the Apoſtle Payl bears witneſs to be quick and powerfull, 
and ſharper then a two edged ſwerd to the diving alunder betwixr 
the marrow and the bones, Hcb. 4. 12. to which word the Apoſtle di- 
reed the mindes of people within t hem,from looking withour: for to 
finde it withour, Royz. 19. And from this ſame werd the Apoſtles ſpoke 
forth the Scripture, which. word was their guide, and rule, and teacher 
all along from the beginning, by which both the Apoſtles, and Pro- 
phets, and the holy men was ated, moved, and carried forth in the 
power of it, to declare that which by it they were taught, 1 Jobs 7, 
2 Pet.1.21, And this is the free grace of God which briageth ſalvation, 
aud bath appeared to all men, Tit. 2. us 12. VVhick is their condem- 
nation who do deſpite unto it : Heb. 10. 29. But this was the Saints 
reacker, by which they were taught ro deny all ungodlineſs and world- 
ly luits,and to live godlily,tighteouſfly, and foberly inthis preſent evil 
world,and this is the anointing,which teacheth all things freely,which 
is 
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iserurch, and no lye, and leads into all Truth: and he that knows this 
need noman toteach him , bur is come the end of mans Teaching, 
1 John 2.27. unto which the Prophet was come, and therefore called 
freely, Come buy wine and milk without money or price: why ſpend you your 
money for that which is not bread, or your labour for that which profiteth not? 
Iſa. 55. 1,2,3. Andfrom this the Apoſtles ſpoke freely, not coveting 
any mans ſilver or gold, but as they freely bad vecerved, freely they gave, 
As 20. 33. And whoſoever ſpeaks from this, ſpeaks freely, and its 
minilrry leads tothe end of teaching: aud bere let all fleſh keep ſilence 
before the Lord: Zech. 2.13. 

And let all Hireliags, and greedy Shepherds ſtop their mouths, who 
cry peace , peace, tothem that put into their mouthes , but if not , they 
even prepare warre againſt them; aud ſuch like the Prophet in the light 
ſaw, and by it teſtified againft them, Mich. 3. 5. And all this the Scrip- 
ture bears teſtimony of , which was (þoken from the light, but is nat the 
light, nor the word , nor the life, nor the judge , nor the 7ule , nor the 
guide, nor the tryer of ſpirits, for all this belongs to Chriſt, who is the 
aiſceraer of the thoughts and intents of the heart, Heb. 4. 1,2. whos the 
light, John 8. 12, who isthe word, John 1. 14, who 7s the life, John 14. 
6. who blamed the Phariſees, that thought in the Scnptures to finde eter- 
aall life, but would not come unto bim that they mebht bave life, John 
5. 39, 40. who 35 the anoiating, who 1s the gxide and teacher, and the 
Rule, 1 John 2.27. who when we are going tothe right band or tothe 
lift, cryes, This is the way, walk 1# it, Ia. 3o. 21. Of which the Scrip- 
tureis a tiue Declaration, ſpoken from this VVord of Truth, of which 
l1ght every oae hath a meaſure, which unte them is the ſree gift of God, 
to profit withall ; which light in the conſcience reproves for fin and tn 
quity, and manifeſts the deceit of the heart, and checks the creature 
when it* ſwears, or lyes, or doth amiſs, telling it that it ſhould not do 
ſo, and calls for repeatance aud amenament of life, and leads unto the 
{ame as it is owned and followed, and as many as raves it , wecetves 
power to become the Seas of God: Jobn $. 12. and 1.12. Rom.2.4, 
Eut he that doth cvill bates the light , and will aot bring lus deeds toit, 
byit tobe proved, and. to bim it 1s condemnation, but be that loves the 
light, brings bis deeds to the light , that it may manifeft them whether 
they be wrought in God, John 3. 20,31, But of this light you peop!e 
aud Teachers of the VVorld are ignorant, and ſo are doting npoathe 
Scripture without, with your daih mindes there, with the blinde Pha« 
riſces ſecking forlife where it is not to be found, but will not cometo 
Chriſt, the light, that you might bave lift, bat would caft bin out of bis 
throne, and exaltcth Scripture above him, calling them the judge, and 
the light, and the word, and the life, and the rule, and the genide, and 
thus with your dark mindes, you would take the authorityfrom Chriſt, 
audwould erue it unto the dead letter, which is but a Declaration of 


theſe things, And thus your leaders caule you to crre, Iſa. 3, - for 
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their own erids, becauſe of the Scripture they make 'an Tdoll ro per 
money by adding their own meanings, interpretarions,and'corifiruti- 


ons'upon them,which is all che conceivings and imaginariony'of their 


own hearts, by which they lead you in blindneſs, ever learning., and 
never able to come to the knowledg of the truth m'your hearts, bur are 
looking without,doritig withour in the letter, aRing and imitating aur 
2Tim.3 6, ofthe light for life, and ſo in darkneſs doing your own works , which 
7. are not required at your hands, but are for condemnarion dy the ljghr, 
Iſai.1.12, and fo in yainare you worſhipping a Gnd whom you know nor, crying 
Mat.1 5.9, #p bis Ordinances, and crying up his Commands, and crying up the 
10h.4.22, Scripture, cxalting ir in the place of Chriſt, and rhus coming neer hm 
with your lips, and your hearts far from him, ſtill living in the corru pr 


finfui nature,ignorant of the Free-grace of God which thould lead you | 


ro repentance and amendment of life, Epheſ.z. 5.8. And becauſe we 
doe witneſs this myſtery, which hath been hid from ages and generari- 
ons, now made manifeſt in us, which ;s Chriſt within the hope of G'avy, 
C01.1.26,27 , who is the Light of the world , who doth inlighten eve- 
ry one that cometh intothe world;who is the true Shepherd, 19h; to, 
I Joh.2.37 and thetrue Teacher no more to be removed into a corner, 1ſai.30.20, 
who u the annoynting, who teacheth all things , and is the end of mans 
teaphiag; therefore your mirtiſtery of the Lerrer,who make a trade and 
a gain of the Lerrer by idolizing ir, and ſerting ir up in the room of 
Chriſt, by taking the authority from Chriſt, and applying ir ro the ler. 
tcr, that your mndes who-are taught by then, may the more be drawn 
withour to look ar ir, and idolize ir, expeRing life and ſalvation by ir, 
and no hope withour it,rhar they may the longer make merchandize of 
you, and fol uphold rheirtrade,and gain by it , do now ſce that this 
our Dofrine ef Chriſt ro bee all in all;and that withuur him we can do 
nothing, Ioþ.15.5, but that by him wecan do all things withourt the 
help of Scripture, or any thing elſe withour, Phj/.4.13. and that there 
is no other name under heaven'by which we can be ſaved, bue that he 
is able ro ſave tothe utmoſt allchar ſhal come unto God by him, xeb. 
7.35. Andrthathe is the word, and the Scriprure is not, and that he 
is the light, andrhe Scripture is not, and that he is the rule and guide, 
and Teachcr and Judg,& the Scripture is nor, bur a declaration of him 
to be fo, and thar the Scriprute all along wirnefieth with eur Do&rine 
to be one withir, and theirs to be another DofArine , which the Scrip- 
ture will not maintain , but the Scripture is againſt, and is onely 
brought in fer lucres ſake to ſarisfe rheir uwn carnal ends, that they 
may bear rule by their means, asthie falſe Prophers did before: them, 
Jer.5.30,31. 
And this light all along makes them maniſecſt in all their colours, & 
falſe covers,ſo that they cannot hide themſelves from beingDeceivers; 
andalſothisthey do know , rhat if every one come to know and finde 
3 Tcacber within them , which doth reach them the will of GOD, 
and 
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and doth enable them for ro obey ir,{o that rhey need no-man to'teach 
them, then indecd they will no longer fpendrheir monies upon them 
tor char which is not bread , nor theic labour for that which profiterh 
nor,/and will be a prey unro them no longer ; f5 not onely their craft 
and trade, and idol will tail them, bacalſo theirgreargain and riches 
will be taken from them, and all their honour, and fame, and digniry 
will coraz to nought ; rherefore rhey in their hor rage ani fiercenels, 
andentniry of heir ſpirits, do ler chemſelves ro oppoſe this light, 
whereſocver it is made manitelt, and perfecuring'the pabliſhers of this 
DoRcine, railing againſt chem as deceivers,and ſeducers,and bringers 
in of falſe lights, and fach as deny the Scriprure, and would ro ir of its 
Authority, andgive itto a light within them (which ihe Prreſts call a 
narurall 1ighr, and inſufficieatto lead to ſalyation' without the help of 
Scripture and other outward helps, and ſo would ſet the Scriprure 
above the light of CHRIST, ſaying among them(clves, It weler go 
the Authority of Scriprure then all is gone, (har is to ſay) take away 
our Idoll, then take away our maintenahce,then down w:th our Mini- 
try : So here isclear the foundation they ſtand upon : and this is the 
cauſe why they call the Scripture'their foundation; and fo all rhis au- 
thority which they pur upon che Scripture, they rake from Chriſt, who 
alone is the foundation of the faithfull, of waom th2 Scripture is a 
declaration, and ſo we do own it by the ſame which gave itforth, which 
unto us dorh vupen it and reveal it, and manifeſts them to be ur of the 
life of ir, and fo by the life thereof are judged and condemned, as b:- 
fore is proved. And thoughthey call irthe word, yet in the ſame ic 
doth witneſs againſt them, 'and wirnelſs Chriſt ro be rhe word before 
the Scriprure was written, John T, And though they call thz Scripture 
the Lighr, yetin the ſame ic doch witneſs againſt chem, and wirnefleth 
Chriſt ro be the Light before rhe Scripture was written, an4 is ablero 
ſayeto the uttermole all that ſhall come unto God by him, ahe chey 
that climb up any orher way, the fame are thieves and robbers, John 
I9, 1. And therefore is not a narural inſufficient Light, as rheythac 
know htm not do report of him, and cherefere ſhew themſelves to be 


as ignorant as the Phariſees, who only ſuppoſed him to be the Son of Mat.i}.5 4 
loſeph, yer wondred art his power , andthe works that were done by 5556457. 


him, as theſe do now wonder at the profperity of this miniſtration of 
Light, andro fee how it prevails upon the hearts of the people, ſo that 
they know not what to think of ir, they are not ablero encounter with 
it, butthat they ſee it ſtrikes ſo much at their Diana, and lyes fo hard 
at their foundation, ſorharit makes their building rotcer , therefore 
the Rulers, Prieſts and Phariſees takes counſel rogerher, ſaying one to 
anorher, If we lerthis people alone , all men willgo afrer rhem , and 
they will draw away whole nationstherefore they rake the ſame courte ' 
as everthe falle prophets did,jayning rogether with the earthly powers 
tomake war with the Lambyperſecuting, ſrociing whipping, impriton- 
ing 
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and ſnamefully intreating his meflengers, whom the Lamb ſends forth 
ro bear teſtimony of this Light in peoples conſciences ( where we haye 
a witneſs both in them thac believe, and in them that periſh) andalf 
ſtriving all the wayes they can, by their evill incenſing, 1 ying,raylings, 
and falſe acculings and reporting to detame this light, and leaven'your 
mindcs againſt it (that it it were poſſible) ro pur it our, thar ſti] the 
might uphold their fathers kingdom of Darkneſs, and bear rule by 
cheir means over the blinde, carrying captivethe mindes of people, bur 
who is able ro make war with the Lamb,or who ſhall withſtand the day 
of his coming > Saul, Saul, it is bard for theeto kich agaiaſt tbe prichs: and 
rhough they call the Scripture their rule and gfide, yct in this it wit- 
relieth againit them to be in Ca!zs way, and Balaams way, and inthe 
gain-ſaying, of Core, and ſo have not God, Iude 1. 2 Toba g. but arc 
tound to be of the generation, who are born after the fleſh, perlecuring 
them that axe born afrer the Spirit, Ga!. 4. 29. And though they call 
the Scripture their Rule and Guide,yet they receive not power from ir, 
ro inable them ro walk according to it, bur are altogether erring from 
it, in any thing that croſicth ſelf , bur as many as receive the light, re- 
ceives power to foilow it, and come ourot the corrupt finfull nature, 
which they live in who know notthe Light, 1obz 1. 12. And here the 
Light js above the Scripture: and though they ſay rhe Scripture isrhe 
judge and tryer of ſpirits, yer inthe lame it witneflcth againſt themto 
be lyars, and bears witnels of Chriſt to be Iudge, and tryer, and ſear- 
chcr of the heart , and diſcerner of the thoughts, Hebr. 4.12. Rom.1, 
14, 1Pet.4.5. Andthat whatſocuer makes manifeſtation, is Light, 
Eph:5:;:Therefore that which makes manifeſr falle ſpirits, is rhe light 
and not the lerter; which light maniteired and diſcovered fallc ſpirirs, 
beture the Scripture was written: and allo though they ſay the Scrip- 
cure is the judge and tryer of {pirits, yet by the Scripture rhey cannat 
diſcern or judge of ſpirits, elſe what wakes all this d ference in judg- 
ment amongſt them who profeſs to try ſpirits by the ſcripture, and 
profeſs it ro be their Rule, and ground their judgement upon it, yzt 
are ſo confuled in the ſame, and never a one knows which is the truth, 
when as the way is but one;.ſo that it follows that they have nothing 
bur the Scriprure withour, are {ill without in darkneſs and confuſion, 
as all thoſe appears to be who call the Scripture their rule, and guide, 
and judge, and tryer of ſpirits, and yet knows not the truth, bur are 
jangling, and wrangling, and arguing, and diſputing, and contending 
abour rhe Scripture, every one with a ſeverall jidgment upon ir, ſure- 
ly this diſtration is nor in the Scripture, for it was ſpoken from one, 
and all agrees in one: therefore you that ſo profeſs the Scripture, ſec 
if you can finde it out by the Scripture, and fee where you are, but 
they that are in the light have tcllowſhip one with another, 1 Joh 1: 7: 
and are of one heart and one ſoul, As 4.32: and all agree in one,and 
arc Epiſtles wrote one in anothers heart, 2 Cj: 3: 2: andby the light 
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they cry and diſcern falſe Spirits, and in it are able ro judge them, and 
open the Scriptures without wreſting, adding, or diminiſhing,and by ir 
do know they are of God , becauſe they love one another with rhe 
ſame love with which Chriſt loves them, 1 19h,4. Ic is not ſuch love 
which is to day, and to morrow croſs the will and ir is turned into 
wrath and anger; nay thar love lands in the corrupt will;bur chis love 
ſands in the bond of peac:, which doth indure; and here again the 
light is above the Scripture, and though they lay the light muſt be re- 
ceived from the Scripture, yet in this the Scripture doth witneſs a- 
ainſt them, and bears wirne's of Chriſto be the 1:ghr of the world, 
and doth enlighten every one that cometh into the world;and rhey that could 
neverTead letter of the Book have this light,which is ſufficienc to reach 
them and lead them into al) rruth, afrerthey come to the knowledge 
of it, and from this light the Scripture was ſpoken, 2 Pet. i. 21, and 
without this light none can rea4 the Scripture with underſranding,and 
' here rhe light 15 before the Scripture, and our of it all the children of 
darkneſs are (hut with their buſte mindes and vain contending ſpirits ; 
and though they lay they muſt receive life and ſalvation from theScrip- 
rure, yet in ths the Scripture witneſferhi againſt rhem, and teſtifies of 
Chriſtro be the alone fountain of life and ſalvation, and that there 
is no other name under beauv(n by which wee canbe ſaved, Pſal.zo.9. & 14, 
100.And that the Phariſces had rtheScriprure,yer had not the light,nei- 
ther could ſec thar he was the Chriſlr, chough the Scripture. bare reſti- 
mony of him, or either would come unto him for life and ſalvation, 
bur truſred in the Scripture, thinking there to ind crernall life, and 
therein found itnor, 1oþ.5.39.40. ASall you are now, who are ſcek- 
ing the living among the dead; and here again the light is above the 
Scripture, which light is within usthe hope of glory, Coll. 1. 26,27. 
and thoſe thar cannot witneſs this, are in the reprobation, thoughthey 
have the Scripture withour , 1 Co7.13.5. and from it we reccive lifc 
and ſalvation, and from no other ; and this alone is our guide,reacher, 
Judge,and Law-giver, if we never lee Letter, Luke 1.79. Iloha6.45.1/a. 
33. and this alone is the ground and foundation of our faith and hope, 
by which we are made able to cry , Abba Father, 1 Cor. 3. ti, Rom: 8: 
15: And here it is not ſelfthat judgeth or condemns,but Chriſt thar 1i- 
veth in us, Gal:2:20: and ir is not jelf that juſrifies us, bur Chriſtrthar 
liveth inus; and here Chriſt isexalred into his Throne,and the Scrip- 
rure owned 1n its place, without contempt or vndervaluing : And they 
found the Miniſters of Antichriſr, who would caſt Chriſt out of his 
Throne, and take the Scriprure our of its place to exalt above him, ap- 
plyingro itthat Authority which alune beJongs unto him for their own 
by, ſecret, ſelt-ends, ſo that in that they apply ſuch authority to the 
Scriprure,they in the ſame rob Chriſt of it,and undervalucs him,as the 
Phariſees did,who thought in the Scriptures to finde eternal life, bur 
_ . would not come to Chriſt that they might have life, in whoſe ſteps ye
